Dime  March  Breaks  Record 


A  record  was  broken  at  Wart-< 
burg  Tuesday  evening— a  March 
of  Dimes  record.  Instead  of 
people  working  all  afternoon  to 
pack  and  send  35  boxes,  25  people 
worked  in  the  gym  for  one  hour, 
packing  and  sending  the  35  boxes 
to  Europe. 

The  number  has  leaped  from 
237  boxes  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  to  369  boxes  of  food 
needy  people.  The  average 
cost  of  each  box  is  $3.56,  but 
money  for  mailing  each  box  equals 
the  amount  spent  on  the  contents. 

Donations  have  been  liberal,  but 
the  little  boxes  scattered  all  over 
the  campus  always  have  room  fot 
some  more  nickels  and  dimes

Players  Accomplish  Purpose, 
Says  ‘Papa  Is  All ’  Reviewer

That  the  Wartburg  Players  ac¬ 
complished  their  purpose  in  pre¬ 
senting  a  laugh-filled  comedy 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings 
was  clearly  evidenced  by  the 
heartening  response  given  their 
efforts  in  producing  "Papa  Is  All." 

Of  the  six  students  in  the  play, 
none  can  be  criticized  for  a  lack 
of  characterization.  Theater  pa¬ 
trons  rarely  thought  of  the  drama¬ 
tis  personae  as  students,  for  the 
actors  and  actresses  truly  lived 
l  heir  roles. 

Work  Not  In  Vain. 

Long  hours  of  preparation  for 
tlie  play,  both  with  personnel  and 
with  scenery,  were  not  in  vain  for 
L.  W.  Brewster,  director  and  head 
of  the  college  speech  department. 
Results  of  his  backstage  guidance 
were  gratifying  to  the  audience. 

Patterson  Greene’s  "Papa  Is 
AH’’  is  a  well-balanced  play,  es¬ 
pecially  in  characterizations,  and 
the  Wartburg  group  did  full  jus¬ 
tice  to  the  original  plan  of  the 
Production.  Gentle,  innocent 
Mama,  played  by  Joan  Sandrock, 
senior,  proved  a  direct  contrast  to 
hard-hearted  Papa,  played  by 


Robert  Gronlund,  junior. 

Clifford  Dirksen,  senior, 

Audra  Peters,  junior,  had  what 
one  might  consider  rather  difficult 
roles  in  their  portrayals  of  Papa’: 
and  Mama’s  two  dissatisfied  chil¬ 
dren,  the  most  important  reason 
for  the  difficulty  being  the  many 
moods  which  they  were  required 
to  portray. 

Seriousness  Introduced. 

Seriousness  entered  the  play 
with  every  entry  of  Brendle,  the 
state  trooper,  played  by  Hartland 
Schmidt,  freshman;  and  farcical 
humor  with— every  entry  of  Mrs. 
Yoder,  the  gossiping  neighbor, 
played  by  Lois  Lnnddeck,  senior. 

Probably  the  outstanding  nat¬ 
ural  humor  in  the  play  was  the 
dialect  used  throughout  the  pro¬ 
duction.  Rarely  did  the  actors  and 
actresses  forget  while  on  the  stage 
that  they  were  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  and  not  American  students. 

Wartburg’s  presentation  of 
“Papa  Is  All”  is  well  worthy  of 
praise.  Having  seen  this  play,  dne 
can  eagerly  look  forward  to  the 
next  production  by  the  Wartburg 
Players.

Optimistic  Youth  Sets  Goals 

Youth  is  proverbially  optimistic;  it  always  has  been  in 
spite  of  the  gloomy  future.  We  of  this  period  of  history  can 
look  at  the  record  and  can  say  we  have  done  things — world¬ 
shaking  things. 

The  first  international  peace  conference  was  held  a  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago.  It  failed.  In  our  times  we  have  seen  the 
Kellogg-Briand  attempt  to  outlaw  war  fail.  We  have  seen 
empires  rise  and  fall.  But  better  than  these  events  are  the 
guideposts  that  have  been  set  for  us  and  that  we  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  set  up  for  those  who  will  come  after  us. 

Whether  or  not  a  free  Palestine  is  established,  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Nations  will  never  be  forgotten.  It  dared  to  make  a  deci¬ 
sion  ;  it  dared  to  set  goals. 

The  proposed  "Bill  of  Rights"  for  the  people  of  the  world 
sounds  visionary  to  us  as  we  read  about  it  against  date  lines 
of  riots  in  India  and  strikes  in  France.  But  is  this  not  a  piece 
of  the  vision  of  swords  beat  into  plowshares  ? 

At  this  season  of  the  year,  we  in  this  part  of  the  world 
are  apt  to  forget  that  ideals  on  paper  are  "only  scraps  of 
paper”  which  can  be  valued  only  as  they  are  worked  for  and 
worked  out.  As  a  great  statesman  said  during  the  past  days 
of  trial,  this  requires  “blood,  sweat  and  tears." 

Many  of  us  have  set  goals  for  our  lives  of  service  to  com¬ 
munity  and  church  which  will  hardly  be  fulfilled  during  our 
lifetimes.  The  approaching  Christmas  season  reminds  us  of 
service;  it  is  a  perfect  season  during  which  to  pledge  our  tal¬ 
ents  and  abilities  as  guideposts  on  the  road  to  a  better  world 
that  will  be  tomorrow. 

Is  it  not  a  good  thing,  therefore,  when  the  nations  of  the 
world  sit  down  together  to  make  a  move  toward  an  ideal? 
If  this  is  to  be  doubted  by  older  and  wiser  heads,  perhaps  we 
should  point  out  that  real  idealists  are  scarce. 

There  were  two  missionary  martyrs  in  China  in  1936: 
there  were  hundreds  of  martyrs  in  Lidice;  there  will  be  many 
more  before  deals  can  be  shaped  or  can  shape  reality.  But 
this  generation  has  set  itself  a  goal,  a  goal  before  all  history. 

'Bull  Sessions’  Worth  While 

If  the  average  college  man  were  asked  to  make  a  list  of 
the  most  important  factors  in  the  gaining  of  his  college  edu¬ 
cation,  he  would  most  likely  forget  to  mention  "bull  sessions” ; 
yet  these  intervals  in  his  daily  life  are  actually  important,  if 
only  for  their  frequency.  “Bull  sessions”  have  been  called 
by  many  names  throughout  the  ages,  but  their  importance 
has  been  lessened  during  none  of  them. 

Many  objections  have  been  raised  against  "bull  sessions,” 
especially  by  those  who  find  them  dominating  their  already 
full  schedules. 

“  ‘Bull  sessions’  contain  a  great  deal  of  talk  and  no  ac¬ 
complishment,”  says  the  typical  college  cynic. 

Such  an  over-all  condemnation  cannot  be  met  with  agree¬ 
ment  in  view  of  the  many  worth-while  ideas  that  can  and  oft- 
times  do  come  out  of  such  meetings.  Accomplishment  is  not 
usually  made  evident  at  once ;  but,  rather,  it  is  seen  as  time 
passes  and  ideas  are  allowed  to  form  into  moi^  than  mere 
mental  impressions. 

College  students  are  always  forming  new  philosophies, 
and  many  of  these  are  conceived  only  after  a  thorough  dis- 
cusion  in  a  dormitory  room.  Many  college  alumni  agree 
that  their  ideals  of  today  have  as  a  basis  opinions  expressed 
in  “bull  sessions.” 

Friendships  are  not  the  least  of  values  of  these  gather¬ 
ings.  Amities  formed  at  informal  dormitory  meetings  are 
always  more  lasting  than  those  that  come  as  a  result  of  more 
formal  meetings;  and,  of  course,  friendships  gained  at  college 
are  tremendously  important  in  later  years. 

No  one  can  deny  that  many  "bull  sessions”  have  dis¬ 
heartening  results,  especially  when  one  considers  the  wide 
range  of  irrelevent  subjects  considered  in  one  meeting  of  the 
average  dormitory  crowd.  But  neither  can  one  deny  the 
great  challenges  presented  to  such  a  group.  One  can  hardly 
refuse  to  answer  the  questions  pyt  forth  at  such  a  meeting, 
for  the  informality  of  the  occasidn  naturally  calls  for  com¬ 
plete  candidness. 

We  cannot  go  quite  so  far  as  to  say  in  a  facetious  fashion 
that  no  one  should  let  his  studies  interfere  with  his  college 
career,  but  we  can  say  that  no  college  is  complete  without  its 
“bull  sessions.”

Letters  To  The  Editor 


A  few  weeks  ago,  we,  the  students  of  Wartburg,  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  hearing  a  speaker  on  the  rural  church  in  the  midwest.  He  had 
a  definite  point  to  make  and  ended  with  emphasis;  yet  the  audience 
took  his  as  a  "joke."  Applause  was  in  order,  but  emotions  got  out  of 
hand.  This  has  happened  several  times,  sometimes  when  I  felt  that 
the  service  was  of  a  religious  nature. 

To  improve  our  convocations,  I  suggest  that  applause  be  used  a 
little  more  sparingly;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  whether  applause 
is  proper,  it  should  not  be  used  at  all.  When  the  lecture  or  service 
is  religious,  no  applause  should  be  given,  as  all  of  us  know. 

I  also  suggest  the  emotions  should  be  controlled  somewhat  when 
a  serious  subject  is  under  consideration.  Only  when  a  speech  is  solely 
for  entertainment  and  amusement  should  emotions  be  left  to  "run 
wild." 

In  order  to  render  respect  to  the  speakers,  I  also  suggest  that 
when  a  speaker  is  introduced,  the  audience  should  rise,  pause  for  a 
moment,  then  be  seated.  This  courtesy  is  never  out  of  place,  regard¬ 
less  of  whether  the  speech  is  religious  or  non-religious. 

Another  suggestion  for  convocation  Improvement  Is  that  the  p'ro- 
gram  be  planned,  so  that  when  the  service  is  started  with  a  hymn  or 
prayer,  the  audience  can  be  certain  that  it  will  be  a  religious  service 
throughout  Program  participants  should  also  be  able  to  lead  the 
audience  in  the  performance  of  accepted  customs,  such  as  the  pledge 
of  allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

I  think  that  if  the  above  suggestions  are  followed,  there  would  be 
less  disrespect  for  the  Word  of  God,  more  uniformity  in  expressing 
appreciation  and  less  confusion.
